as

call it. 
A • Filipino goes into the 
first of a group of store abd prices 
something. 
A fixed price is named, 
say $2, but he declines to pay over 
$1. 
He goes to the next store and 
i the first man sends word by the 
back door to the other stores. The 
purchaser, therefore, gets 
a lower 
fixed price at each store. 
Perhaps 
at the fourth store he is offered the 
article for $1.50 and thinking the 
50 cents “consolation” enough, takes 
it. but if he keeps on he probably 
gets the article at his own figure. 
This system prevails throughout the 
islands.
